Brainerd Visited by the Worst Wind 
Storm in its history. 


The East Brainerd Wagon Bridge and the Electric 
Street Car Bridge Are in the Bottom 
of the Ravine. 


Four-Fifths of the Frees in the City Park Leveled 
the Ground, and the Beauty of the 
Park Ruined.

Damage to Residence and Business Property Cannot 
Be Estimated at This Time But is Very 
Heavy.--No Fatalities Reported. 


Brainerd was visited by one of the 
worst storms in its history last, night. 
The clouds looked threatening during 
the afternoon but it was shortly after 
5 o’clock when the fury of the gale 
made itself felt. 
A strong wind was 
blowing from the northeast aud a 
bank of black, furious looking clouds 
came up from the southwest directly 
agaiast the wind and when directly 
over the city the wind changed in an 
instant into the north and torrents of 
rain fell accompanied by a slight fall 
of hail and the terrific wind swept 
through the city leveling trees, tear­ 
ing off chimneys, unroofing buildings 
and shattering things generally. The 
two bridges that spanned the ravine 
at East Brainerd wore picked up and 
thrown to the bottom of thegully and 
are both a total wreck. The electric 
street car bridge was owned by C. N. 
Parker and the loss will be fully $2,- 
800. The city wagon bridge was 
built some years ago and while the 
loss on it is not as groat as on the 
other bridge, it comes at an inoppor­ 
tune time and w 11 be a matter of 
great inconvenience to the public. 


T h e Laurel street bridge across the 
same ravine was badly damaged and 
is not considered a safe structure.

A string of freight cars standing on 
the dump were all derailed and piled 
up together. 
The City Park, the pride of every 
resident of Brainerd, is certainly a 
most desolate looking place today. 
The fury of the storm seemed to have 
centered on that one spot and nearly 
all the pinoa were leveled to the earth 
and piled in great windfalls in every 
direction. 
The beauty of the place 
is forever gone as the pines eaunot be 
replaced and new trees of some other 
variety will have to be reared in their 
stead •

was n o t broken although it fell direct­ 
ly on the pavement.

RECOPROCITY WITH FRANCE. 


A C o m m e r c i a l A i r r e e m c j t t I l a * B e e n 
E n t e r e d I n t o . 
Washington, June I. — The United 
States and France have concluded the 
first commercial agreement entered 
Into limier section 111 of tile DIngley 
tariff bill. The negotiations have been 
pending for the last eight months, and, 
after many vicissitudes, were conclud­ 
ed on 
Saturday 
when Ambassador 
Ca rn bon. in behalf of France, and H od. 
John Kasson, reciprocity commissioner 
for the United States, a xed their sig­ 
natures to the formal agreement. 
It 
makes important changes in the tariff 
rates on a number of articles constitut­ 
ing the chief trade between this coun­ 
try and France. 
The particular ad­ 
vantages secured by the United States 
are on meat products and lard com­ 
pounds, France reducing her rates one- 
half on meat products and about one- 
third on lard products. The chief ben­ 
efits to France are 
in 
reduction in 
rates on 
brandies, stilled 
wine, ver­ 
mouth and works of art. There is no 
reduction in the rate on champagnes, 
although Hie DIngley law contemplaes 
a 
reciprocity 
reduction 
on 
cham­ 
pagnes in case mutual concessions are 
given. By the terms of the agreement 
Hie new rates go Into effect on June I. 
The conclusion of the agreement is 
a source 
of general 
congratulation 
among the officials of 
the state de­ 
partm ent and of the French embassy. 
Several reciprocity negotiations have 
been iii progress, and it was thought 
those with Great Britain were likely 
to be concluded first. The French ne­ 
gotiations began last October.

On T h u rsd a y m orning. May 12, the 
gunboat W ilm ington steamed close In­ 
to the coast and keys oft the town of 
Cardenas, Cuba, 
Bs gun crews were at 
their stations and every man on board, 
from Captain Todd to the signal boy, 
had but one burn ing idea, "Avenge the 
W inslow.” 
The watchword along the crowded 
decks and in the heated engine room, 
where 
the 
blackened 
giants 
toiled 
stripped to the waist, was “ R e m e m b e r 
the W inslow,” a n d “ Damn a pacific 
blockade.” 
W ithin range of the powerful four- 
ineh broadsides were the Spanish g u n ­ 
boats which had decoyed the W inslow 
up to the m asked batteries and had 
dealt out sudden death, and n e a r the 
forts lay tw o schooners at anchor. 
• Reports of mines planted In the e n ­ 
t r a n c e to th e channels were d isre g a rd ­ 
'd . 
T h e W ilmington was no longer a 
bioekadcr. 
It had become a destroyer, 
and for an h o u r a h u rrican e of explod­ 
ing projectiles bellowed and shrieked 
into th e harb o r 
of 
Cardenas, 
not 
against the town, but against the ships 
and defenses, and the Spanish troops 
and sailors. 
The gu n n e rs of the W il­ 
mington do not w aste amm unition, an d 
the execution was remarkable. 
Nearly 300 four-inch, one-inch, a n d 
six-pound shells screamed shorew ard 
like a steel cataract, and afloat and 
ashore signal stations, masked b a tte r­ 
ies, and forts were knocked to pieces 
and th e Spanish had to tlee like rats 
from a sinking ship. 
T hey left behind 
m a n y dead and dying. 
It was the most destructive b o m b a rd ­ 
m ent yet. at.tempted 
on 
the Cuban 
coast. 
In the h a r b o r two Spanish g u n ­ 
boats without steam up were riddled 
and sunk, their crews h aving fled to 
the shore in sm all boats. They had no 
time to offer a show of fighting their 
guns. 
The two schooners at anchor 
were sunk w here they lay, and one 
block house caught fire from an explod­ 
ing shell a n d flamed out like a w a r 
beacon. 
T h e W ilmington w as not 
touched by th e few shells flung at it. 
Th<* attack was sudden and superbly 
effective. 
T h e W ilm ington in an hour 
swept C ardenas bare of defenses as one 
would 
brush 
crum bs from a 
table 
cloth. 
The town o f C ardenas is th re e miles 
back from th** gulf entrance to th e h a r ­ 
bor, so th a t non-com batants probably 
suffered but slightly. 
Of rouree. ft is 
impossible to know the Spanish losses, 
because no la nding was made, but for 
the last two weeks troops h av e been 
massing in front of C ardenas in antici­ 
pation of a possible choice of this 
point for an invasion a s the base of 
supplies by the American forced. H u n ­ 
dreds of men were working on e a r t h ­ 
works and block houses overlooking

On Thursday morning, May 12, the 
gunboat Wilmington steamed close in­ 
to the coast and keys off the town of 
Cardenas, Cuba. 
Bs gun crews were at 
their stations and every man on board, 
from Captain Todd to the signal boy, 
had but one burning idea, “Avenge the 
Winslow.” 
The watchword along the crowded 
decks and In the heated engine room, 
where 
the 
blackened 
giants 
toiled 
stripped to the waist, was “ Remember 
the Winslow,” and “ Damn a pacific 
blockade.” 
Within range of the powerful four- 
ineh broadsides were the Spanish gun­ 
boats which had decoyed the Winslow 
up to the masked batteries and had 
dealt out sudden death, and near the 
forts lay two schooners at anchor. 
Reports of mines planted in the en- 
rance to the channels were disregard- 
d. 
The Wilmington was no longer a 
blockader. 
It had become a destroyer, 
and for an hour a hurricane of explod- 
ng projectiles bellow’ed and shrieked 
into the harbor 
of 
Cardenas, 
not 
against the town, but against the ships 
and defenses, and the Spanish troops 
and sailors. 
The gunners of the Wil­ 
mington do not waste ammunition, and 
the execution was remarkable. 
Nearly 300 four-inch, one-inch, and 
six-pound shells screamed shoreward 
like a steel cataract, and afloat and 
ashore signal stations, masked batter­ 
ies, and forts w*ero knocked to pieces 
and the Spanish had to flee like rats 
from a sinking ship. 
They left behind 
many dead and dying. 
It was t he most destructive bombard­ 
ment yet attempted 
on 
the Cuban 
oast. 
In the harbor two Spanish gun­ 
boats without steam up were riddled 
and sunk, their crew's having fled to 
the shore in small boats. They had no 
time to offer a show* of fighting their 
guns. 
The two schooners at anchor 
were sunk where they lay, and one 
block house caught lire from an explori­ 
ng shell and flamed out like a war 
beacon. 
The Wilmington w*as not 
touched by the few shells flung at it. 
The attack was sudden and superbly 
effective. 
The Wilmington in an hour 
swept Cardenas bare of defenses as one 
would brush crumbs from a 
table 
cloth. 
The town of Cardenas is three miles 
back from the gulf entrance to the har­ 
bor, so that non-combatants probably 
suffered but slightly. 
Of course, ft Is 
impossible to know the Spanish losses, 
because no landing w as made, but for 
the last two weeks troops have been 
m assing in front o f Cardenas in antici­ 
pation of a possible choice of this 
point for an Invasion as the base of 
supplies by the American forces. Hun­ 
dreds of men were working on earth­ 
works and block houses overlooking 
the 
harbor, 
and 
masked 
batteries 
were being planted, one of which sur­ 
prised and made sad havoc on the tor­ 
pedo boat W inslow. 
This death trap 
was located by the W ilm ington and 
men and guns were blown high frrto 
the a ir 
It’ was terrific punishm ent at close 
range, this fierce onslaught of the W il­ 
mington, and It was the first real dem­ 
onstration against the Cardenas Span­ 
ish, who had becom e indifferent 
to 
American warships that were always 
hovering outside, while only sm aller 
torpedo boats had’ opened fire and dash­ 
ed menacingly shoreward.

George Eliot, in a letter to a friend, 
stated t h a t the five books by which 
she is kn o w n bore no proportion to the 
en o rm o u s a m o u n t of a n o n y m o u s w rit­ 
ings by which she simply earned her 
livelihood. 
An em inent Am erican s u r ­ 
geon in ran a ddress to a medical school 
said, “ Very few successful men can 
expect to perform m o re th a n one or 
tw o g reat operations in the course of 
a long practice.

T h is 
most 
distressing 
eruption, 
known medically as urticaria, aud p o p ­ 
ularly also as nettle-rash, hardly needs 
a description, for there is scarcely any 
one who has not at some tim e in his 
life suffered from it more or less. 
It 
consists in the sudden ap p e a ra n ce of 
one or m ore puffy swellings on the 
skin, hard, and of a whitish or p in k ­ 
ish color, which itch and burn and 
sting intolerably. 
These wheals may be no la rger round 
th a n a pea, cr they may be of the size 
of a silver dollar or even larger. They 
usually la6t only a few hours c r a few 
minutes, but m ay persist for a day or 
more. 
Som etim es they keep coming 


out In successive crops on (he n.m o 
or different parts of the body. 
The wheals generally disappear os 
rapidly as they c o m e , and with 
h i m 
disappear every sign of th e eruption, 
except, perhaps, the m a r k s of t h e fin­ 
ger nails which the sufferer h a s dug 
into his skin in the vain effort to quiet 
the itching. 
T he causes < f hives are num crou-, 
but. in the greater n u m b e r of c a s e s 
they are Deferable to Some error in diet. 
Some people can not *at shell fish of 
an y kind without paying for th eir ItU 
discretion by an attack of urticaria; 
o thers are similarly affected by some 
kinds of berries or nuts, or by certain 
drugs. 
Irritation of the skin by m e d i­ 
cinal applications, such as arnica or 
iodine, by poisons, such as that of *h>’ 
nettle, or of certain insects, or by the 
underclothing, as well as the action 
of a very low tem perature, m ay a Do 
produce an eruption of hives. 
It is possible to discover (lie cause 
and to remove it, the 
tre a tm e n t 
of 
urticaria becomes a very simple m a t­ 
ter. 
W hile the eruption lasts the' itch­ 
ing and stinging may be relieved so m e ­ 
what by b ath in g the parts in a stro n g 
solution of bicarbonate of soda, borax, 
household am m onia, alcohol, or v ine­ 
gar and water. 
A useful application is carbolic acid, 
one part in thirty p a rts of water, with 
a little glycerine. 
Som etim es an o in t ­ 
m en t containing carbolic acid borax 
or boracic acid, zinc or chloroform is 
very grateful.

51,000,000,000,000.

words the dog s ta r is nearly five h u n ­ 
dred and fifty th o usan d tim e s farther 
from the ea rth th a n th e «uu is.

An ‘‘honor mail” at Harvard a year 
or two ago summed up his college life 
as “a study of the rudiments of a dozen 
kinds of knowledge. When I began to 
form these alphabets into sentences, 
college life was over.”

Irritation of the skin by medi­ 
cinal applications, such as arnica or 
iodine, by poisons, such us that of the 
nettle, or of certain insects, or by the 
underclothing, as well as the action 
of a very low temperature, may also 
produce an eruption of hives. 
It is possible to discover the cause 
and to remove it, the 
treatment of 
urticaria becomes a very simple mat­ 
ter. 
While the eruption lasts the Itch­ 
ing and stinging may be relieved some­ 
what by bathing the parts in a strong 
solution of bicarbonate of soda, borax, 
household ammonia, alcohol, or vine­ 
gar and water. 
A useful application is carbolic add, 
one part In thirty parts of water, with 
a little glycerine. 
Sometimes an oint­ 
ment containing carbolic acid borax 
or boracic acid, zinc or chloroform Is 
very grateful.

The secretary of the interior is con­ 
sidering a proposition to make a gov­ 
ernment reservation of the petrified 
forest in Arizona. 
It is said that the 
wonderful collection of suicided tiea 
trunks of which the forest consists is 
being rapidly despoiled for commercial 
purposes. 
The petrified forest is in 
Apache county near Holbrook. 
Not 
only stumps and roots, but entire tr«3 
trunks of great size are found convert­ 
ed into hard agate, preserving the form 
of every cell and fiber. 
Some of the 
sections, cut across the trunks, are four 
feet in diameter, so that polished tops 
for tables are made out of a single 
piece.

Instruments for measuring the velocity

M ORTALITY IN WAR. 


U m o u o f th« L u t Conflict In tho United 
l e t—. 
Since the outbreak of hostilities with 
Spein an effort has l>cen made to learn 
accurately the mortality experienced 
during the civil war in the United 
States. The commissioner of insurance 
of Wisconsin has contributed some in­ 
teresting statistics on the subject, esti­ 
mating the number of enlistments (re­ 
duced to a three years’ basis) at 2,830,- 
272. The mortality is estimated to have 
been as follows:

An idea of the development of lifo in­ 
surance duriug tho last 30 years may be 
gained from the fact that in 1860 only 
56,046 policies, amounting to $163,- 
708,455, were in force in the United 
States, while about a month ago it is 
estimated that nearly 14,000,000 poli­ 
cies, representing nearly $15,000,000,- 
©00 of insurance, were carried by policy 
holders in the United States. During 
1896 alone more than $215,000,000 was 
paid policy holders and beneficiaries in 
claims and losses. The Wisconsin com­ 
missioner thinks that the large number 
of deaths resulting from the present 
war may be fatal to some of the small 
fraternal assessment orders. He said: 
“ It will l>e well for those enlisting to 
read the conditicms of their life policies, 
and, if required, obtain the consent of 
the company. During a war tho lapse 
ratio will show” a large increase, aud 
those going should make provision for 
the regular payment of premiums. The 
war, if prolonged, will do much to ma­ 
terially change the conditions of future 
policies for tho better. 
A plainer, sim­ 
pler contract will be demanded, free 
from the forfeiture provisions of roost 
of the present contracts. ”
